ODERN decorators are just be- 
ginning to fully appreciate the 
beauty, sanitary value and 
cleanly appeal of the painted wall. 
If there has been illness in a bed- 
room, leaving possible dangerous 
eerms, we are ordered immediately 
to have it repapered, but if we have 
a painted wall, it may be easily and 
quickly washed with a little disin- 
fectant in the water, without all the 
fuss and delay caused by the paper 
removal and hanging, and we can 
do the work ourselves. In the case 
of a smoky kitchen wall, the clean 
ing may be done in the same quick 
way by home talent. 

Smoothly painted walls, tinted in 
well-chosen colors, always make a 
room seem larger, while 
plastered or stippled, tinted walls
